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Welcome to Perlis 


Perlis is the northern gateway to the country and borders Thailand in 
the north as well as Kedah in the east and south. Occupying 795km, 
its populace of 217,480 is a harmonious blend of Malays, Chinese, 
Indians, Thais as well as other ethnic groups. The state capital, Kangar, 
functions as the administrative as well as the commercial hub. It is 
ideal for those who love cities and towns with a relaxed pace of life 
and a little history on the side. 


While metropolitan Kuala Lumpur buzzes with life, Perlis exudes 
tranguillity and natural beauty, and is blessed with several 
attractions that make this state unique. It has a sprawling countryside 
characterised by vast paddy plains punctuated with limestone 
outcrops, charming villages, placid ponds and lakes, coconut palms 
as well as trees. And depending on the season, visitors will be 
greeted by picture-perfect rice paddies in refreshing hues of green 
or yellow. While predominantly agricultural, it possesses a historical 


background marked by ancient archaeological discoveries. 
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The northernmost state in Peninsular Malaysia, Perlis has a history 
dating back to 1800. It was originally a part of the older kingdom of 
Kedah, which was conguered by Thailand in 1820. The restoration of 
the Sultan of Kedah to his throne in 1842 saw the establishment of

Perlis as a Thai vassal state. 


The Anglo-Siamese Treaty of 1909 transferred suzerainty of Perlis from 
Thailand to Britain but was consequently handed back to Thailand 
during World War Two. After the war, Perlis again came under British 
protection until it gained independence with the formation of the 


Multi-purpose Federation of Malaya in 1957. 
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Kota Kayang Museum 

Lush limestone hills surround the museum grounds where once 
stood the ancient Indera Kayangan Fort, a palace and ceremonial hall. 
It was built when Perlis was under the rule of Kedah, during the reign 
of Sultan Dhiauddin Mukarram Shah | (1661-1687). The hills acted as a 
barrier against enemy attacks whereas a canal within it allowed boat 
passages between the fort, Kuala Perlis and Alor Star, an ingenious 
idea by the sultan, whose tomb is adjacent to the museum. 


Located 12km from Kangar, the museum is a window into the 400- 
year-old history of Perlis. It displays archaeological relics as well as 
historical artefacts such as royal regalia, Neolithic stone tools, replica 
documents, royal genealogical charts, weapons, brassware, coins 
and many other interesting antiquities.

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Gua Kelam Recreational Park 
Tucked away in the town of Kaki Bukit is Gua Kelam or the Cave 
of Darkness, the park’s main feature. A hanging bridge spans the 
entire length of this illuminated 370-metre cave, estimated to be 
100 millions years old. The bridge originally served as a means of 
transporting ore and other supplies to the mine at Wang Tangga 
as well as the main access route for villagers staying in the remote 
Kampong Wang Kelian. Fascinating limestone formations such as 
flowstones, straws, gour pools and fossils greet the eye and hints of 
guano gather in the nostrils, as you explore its interior. It is believed 
to be hollowed out by the underground stream over many eons. 






Your exploration extends beyond the cave exit, where the landscaped 

park begins. Here, you will find former storage and cooking areas, — — 
reminders of its tin mining heyday. Verdant and serene, the park is an — 
excellent spot for camps, picnics, leisurely walks and bird watching. 

Located nearby is Gua Kelam II, which at 3.8km holds the record for 

being the longest cave system in Peninsular Malaysia.

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Wang Burma Cave 

Put on your caving gear and explore the bowels of the earth in 
the Wang Burma cave. Divided into upper and lower passages, 
it has stalactites and stalagmites resembling pillars, curtains and 
cascades formed over millions of years as well as unigue cave 
pearls. Be prepared to climb, crawl, crouch and squeeze between 
narrow passages as you embark on this exciting adventure. And if 
you feel wind blowing at your face, it is because of the difference in 
atmospheric pressure between the cave and the surface. 


A guano harvesting ground for locals decades ago, it shelters bats, 
giant toads, cave racers (cave-dwelling snakes), insects, and if you 
are lucky, you might spot some catfish in the underground stream. 
A moderate level fitness and the services of an experienced guide are 
required to manoeuvre the labyrinthine routes.

Rimba Herba (Herb Garden) 

Rimba Herba is a microcosm of Perlis’ green heritage. The state's 
marked wet and dry season and geographical location provide 
an environment conducive for the proliferation of various plants 
species. Over 1,000 plants of local and foreign origin are grown semi- 
wild in this 12-hectare living museum, a stone’s throw from the Bukit 
Air Recreational Park. 


During the guided tour, as you 
walk along its meandering path, 
you will encounter a huge array 
of fascinating herbs, spices and 
plants valued for their medicinal 
as well as culinary values. Do 
ask about plants such as the 
tongkat ali, kacip fatimah, cekor, 
mengkudu, selasih and kayu 
manis, and you'll learn a thing 
or two about their uses and how 
to care for them. After the tour, 
you can sample or purchase 
traditional herbal drinks.

The road leading to the 3.72-hectare Bukit Ayer Recreational Park, 
is fringed with durian and rambutan fruit orchards . A trip to the 
park can do wonders for the body, mind and soul. Come immerse in 
natural surroundings - verdant rainforest and orchards where small 
forest creatures scurry about. 
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Snake and Reptile Farm 

Just ten kilometres from Kangar, 
not far from the Bukit Bintang 
Forest Reserve, is the Snake and 
Reptile Farm. It was formerly a 
research facility set up by the 
Institute for Medical Research 
in 1981 to study snakes and 
to develop antivenom for 
snakebites. In 1995, it was 
converted into a tourist 
attraction with over 20 local 
and foreign snake species, both 
poisonous and non-poisonous. 


Some of these amazing 
creatures are known as masters 
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Here, you can take a dip in the 
inviting pools of spring water; 
frolic under the cascading 
waterfall; picnic under shady, 
evergreen trees or experience 
the sensations as you tread on 
the reflexology path. The more 
energetic can take a refreshing 
hike up the nearby hills. Other 
attractions include an herb 
farm as well as a children’s 
playground. The park is an ideal 
location for camps and outdoor 
events.

Located along Sungai 
Korok in Berseri, about 2.5km below the confluence of Sungai Timah 
and Sungai Tasoh, this 13.30ha man-made lake was formed when the 
rivers were dammed up in 1987. 


The Bukit Chabang range runs in the north and the Nakawan 
range in the south, forming a breathtaking backdrop. On a sunny 
day, fishermen can be seen casting their nets off the tranquil lake, 
while migratory birds make their stopover while escaping from the 
winter season. In the evenings, the lake is a popular spot to view the 
sunset.

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Malaysia At A Glance 


Country The Federation of Malaysia comprises Peninsular Malaysia, 
which is made up of 11 states, three Federal Territories as well as the 
states of Sabah and Sarawak situated in Borneo. 


Capital City The capital city of Malaysia is Kuala Lumpur. 


Geographical Location Located between 2 and 7 degrees north 
of the Eguator, Peninsular Malaysia is separated from the states 
of Sabah and Sarawak by the South China Sea. To the north of 
Peninsular Malaysia is Thailand while its southern neighbour 

is Singapore. Sabah and Sarawak share a common border 

with Indonesia while Sarawak also shares a border with Brunei 
Darussalam.

People Malays make up about 57% of the population and are the 
predominant group with Chinese, Indians and other ethnic groups 
making up the rest. 


Language Bahasa Malaysia (Malay) is the national language but 
English is widely spoken.

Religion Islam is the official religion but all other religions are 
practised freely. 


Government Malaysia practices parliamentary democracy and 
constitutional monarchy. The Head of State is the Yang di-Pertuan 
Agong and the Head of Government is the Prime Minister. The 
country has a bicameral legislative system. 


Climate Malaysia has a tropical climate and the weather is warm all 
year round. Temperatures range from 21°C to 32°C and the annual 
rainfall varies from 2,000mm to 2,500mm.
